Governor Brumbaugh approved 845 
of the bills sent to him by the Legis­ 
lature, whose work he finished review­ 
ing on Saturday.

RADICE CREAM.—Dissolve one 
slightly rounded tablespoonful of 
gelatin 
In 
one-third cupful 
of 
cold w ater for about ten minutes. 
8cald one cupful of milk In a double 
boiler and stir the gelatin In and thro 
set out to cool 
When cool add one 
cupful of whipped cream (stiffi, five 
tablespoonfuls of confectioner's sugar 
and three drops of vanilla. 
Beat all a 
few minutes with an egg heater; then 
pour into twelve small cup molds into 
which has been put a little fruit, such 
as strawberries, raspberries, peaches, j 
pineapple, nuts. candied fruits, cut up: 
figs. etc. 
Pet on ice and < hill. 
Pineapple Cream.—Tare a ripe pine-1 
apple, cut the rind into pieces. 
F.oll 
these tn one-quarter of a pint of milk 
until the flavor Is drawn out; then I 
strain it, mix it with four ounces of 
loaf sugar, a pint of cream and a tea 
spoonful of lemon Juice. 
Pour the 
mixture into a saucepan, stir over a , 
gentle fire until it begins to thicken. 
pour it out, let it cool, then whisk until 
It is nicely frothed; put it into small 
glasses with a small Rtar of the fresh 
fruit, cut very thin, on each glass j 
When the pineapple cream is made 
this way the pulp may be cut up and 
used for dessert. 
Time on® half hour 
to boil rind in milk; sufficient for eight 
small glasses. 
Milk Sherbet,—Two capfuls of evap­ 
orated milk. two cupfuls of cold w a te r 
three cupfuls of sugar, strained Juice 
of five lemons, three egg whites. 
Mix 
the evaporated milk and w ater and put 
them on to boll. 
When boiling stir in 
the auger and let it boil for a few 
minutes longer; remove from Are and 
cool. 
When cold begin to freeze, and 
when half frozen stir in the lemon 
Juice and the stiffly beaten egg whites 
Continue to freeze until it is of the 
coialatencv of Ice cream.

for your protection: 
Keep aw ay from wire fencea. They 
may 
carry 
a 
dangerous 
electrical 
charge long distances. 
Cattle In pas­ 
tures are frequently killed from the 
neglect of farm ers to ground the wire 
of the fence. 
Keep aw ay from hedges, ponds and 
streams. 
Keep aw ay from Isolated trees. Oak 
trees are frequently struck; beech are 
seldom struck. 
It is safe In a dense 
forest. 
Keep aw ay from herds of cattle and 
crowds of people. 
Do not hold an umbrella over yon. 
It is safer to sit or lie down In an 
open field than to stand. 
Drivers should dismount and not 
stay close to their horses. 
Do not work with any larfe metal 
tool or implement. 
If you are indoors 
Keep aw ay from the stove and china 
ney. 
The bot gases from the chimney 
may conduct the lightning to and down 
the chimney. 
Do not take a position between two 
bodies of metal, as the stove and wa 
ter pli>e, for example. 
An exception 
to tieing n ear metals is the case of an 
Iron bed. 
One of the safest places Is 
on a m attress In an Iron t*ed, provided 
you do not touch the metal. The metal 
surrounding you makes a safe cage 
which will prevent the lightning from 
reaching a person inside. 
Do not stand on a wet floor nor 
draw w ater from the well or faucet. 
Do not stand directly under a chan 
defier, near a radiator nor on a regls 
tar 
Do not use the telephone.
